Please don't tell me there Isn't 
enough money due to LaurenOan's 
ability to rake in the cash on 
parking. I do understand the north 
often gets the short end of the 
stick when it comes to govern- 
ment funding, but that Is no ex- 
cuse to not Improve student serv- 
ices.

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Our Professors: A Push To Publish

Well now, last week I started 
this little investigation into what 
our university's faculty face with 
regards to the pressure of publi- 
cations. 

Through this investigation I 
Interviewed four professors, in four 
different fields: Commerce & Ad- 
ministration, Anthropology, Clas- 
sic Studies, and Sociology. Each 
of these fields have different poli- 
cies on publications and view fur- 
thered knowledge differently, so 
seeing as the intent of this entire 
investigation was to get the facul- 
ty's persf>ective on the value and 
Importance of publications this 
was a perfect cross-section. 

In all cases the reasons for 
publishing is the same, to further 
their own personal knowledge, to 



show results of personal research 
to the international community, 
and to enhance personal tenure 
and Job promotions. Dr. Patrick 
Julig, Anthropology coordinator 
said that "this was the fun part of 
academia,' putting your studies 
on the leading edge and not just 
following traditional existing 
knowledge. Dr. David Humbert 
professor of Classic & Religious 
Studies at Thomloe agrees and 
also believes it helps with teach- 
ing, "Because you're learning while 
you teach, " and in turn teach your 
students. 

When asked how important he 
found the need to pubUsh, Jean- 
Charles Cachon, Professor of Com- 
merce, said "It varies from depart- 
ment to department, but because 
Entrepreneurial Studies is a new 
area the need is very high". He 



went on to say "that It feeds teach- 
ing" and that he had Just com- 
pleted an article two weeks ago 
and his students were already 
using it in their studies. Dr. Julig 
believes that if you do not publish 
you begin to "stagnate intellectu- 
ally" and that you lose the con- 
nection with current knowledge. 
Professor Sue Edwards part-time 
Sociology prof, has a different per- 
spective on this issue. She has not 
been under pressure to publish 
until recentfy. Now, seeing that 
she would like recognition in the 
Sociological community she must 

fet her name known, and pub- 
shing is the best way. 
Next 1 wanted to deal with the 
pressures to puUish by the de- 
partments and administration. In 
this case everyone agreed that the 
pressures are generalized and di- 



rected to new or younger profes- 
sors in order for them to get ten- 
ure and recognition. Dr. Julig also 
mentioned that graduate program 
professors are pushed as well be- 
cause of the importance of the 
masters degree the professors 
must be up to current knowledge. 
The final question addressed 
was which area, publishing or 
teaching, did these professors see 
as most important. Both Prof. 
Cachon and Dr. Julig agree that 
these two aspects are inseparable 
and work together. "They compli- 
ment each other" said Prof. 
Cachon. However, DR Humbert 
believes there is a potential for 
professors to become too con- 
cerned with research and lose sight 
of the teaching aspect. I can see 
where this problem might occur, 
when, in alot of cases, what and 



how many times you've published 
is looked at over how good of a 
teacheryou are. Sue Eklwards sees 
teaching as irrefutably more im- 
portant, "Teaching is our job.... 
we need to develop an excellence 
in our teaching as our first prior- 
ity." She also believes that these 
two aspects should be combined 
more, including students in re- 
search, and enabling them to en- 
hance their own education. 

Well you know what kind of 
pressure your professors are un- 
der. See, we're not the only ones 
here who have to our worth here 
through papers. And the thing is, 
with us it's a bad mark, with them 
it could mean their reputation in 
their field. 

I'd like to think those who par- 
ticipated in my investigation, and 
spared the time for the interview. X 



Future of CFS and OPS at Laurentian Uncertain

Representatives of the respec- 
tive organizations Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students and Ontario 
Federation of Students were at 
Laurentian Monday, Januaiy 1 8th 
to inform yhe SGA Board mem- 
bers of the advantages of mem- 
bership in their organizations. 

Recently the value of member- 
ship in the CFS and the OFS has 
come onto question at the univer- 
sity by some members of the 
SGABoard. The Board went so far 
as to pass a motion last year to 
have a referandum to see whether 
SGA member students wish to 
continue membership in the CFS 
and OFS. 

SGA President, Ted Clarke, 
suppcMts CFS/OFS membership 
far SGA Students. He suggests 
that those organizations as ^i>by- 
Ing mechanisms areb veiy valu- 
able to the university students 
a^oBS Ontario and Canada.Ted 
argues that CFS/CW'S " Gives them 
students) a direct line to govern- 
ment decisions that affect stu- 
dents.* 

la an Interview Ted suggested 
that there arre some opjxinents of 
the CFS in particular because 



funding for universities comes 
from the provmce, so lobbying the 
federal government is useless. 
However he takes issue with this 
eirguement by saying that thoughj 
an organization like OFS can lobby 
the provincial government to in- 
crease funding for education, post- 
secondary education in particu- 
lar, an organization is needed at 
the federS level to lobby for in- 
creased transfer peyments to the 
provinces. In other words, OFS 
can lobby for " a bigger piece of the 
pie." However, CFS is needed to 
"increase the size of the pie." 

Opponents of continued mem- 
bership In CFS/OFS, Dave 
McGuire and Ian Mtmro, are ac- 
tively launching a compaign 
against CFS/OFS on campus. 
Their reasons for arguing against 
the organizations revohre around 
their arguments that CFS/OFS 
are not fulfilling their mandate 
and students are not getting their 
moneys worth from the organiza- 
tk»is. In an interview Dave sug- 
gested that the oi^anlzatlons are 
not active on the Laurentian cam- 
pus, their activities are superfi- 
cial, leaving details up to local 
student unions, and their lobby- 
ing techniques are weak-because 



CFS/OFS executives are tran- 
sient, each new executive must 
redevelop contacts. 

For its part, CFS sent its Na- 
tional Chairman, Kelly Lamrock 
and OFS sent its chairperson Ken 
Craft to argue in favor of retaining 
membership in the respective or- 
ganizations. Kelly from CFS listed 
the foiling advantages of CFS; it 
adminlstates Travel Cuts-the 
fourth largest travel company in 
Canada. It offers the student saver 
discotmt program. Student Work 
Abroad Program is offered by CFS 
through Ti^vel Cuts, it has cre- 
ated a Nation Health insurance 
program and finally the lobbying 
that the organization does is es- 
sential. KeUy said that through 
media strategies, building con- 
tacts and work with opposition 
parties in the government, CFS 
can bring student concerns to the 
forefront of the government's 
agenda. Kelly stated that "stu- 
dents in CFS have that direct line 
Into the government." 

Ken Craft, Chairperson of OFS 
suggested that his organization 
does many of the same things at 
the provincial level. 

The CFS/OFS debate is not 
over at Laurentian. Dave McGuire

cerned people want to know why. 
In Canada there exists a set of 
laws which apply only to aborigi- 
nal people and not to Canadian 
citizens. This set of laws, embod- 
ied in the Indian Act, continue to 
erect walls between First Nations 
citizens and Canadian citizens.

Court decision, Simon v. the 
Queen (1985), concludes that 
treaty rights cannot be limited to 
the methods or practices in use at 
the time of the treaty, but should 
"...be interpreted in a flexible way 
that is sensitive to the evolution of 
changes ...in normal practices." 

It's clear that recent Supreme 
Court decisions are in favour of 
aboriginal interpretation of treaty 
rights, cind this bodes well for the 
future.

In November of 1990, the Government of 
Ontario announced its commitment to develop- 
ing a co-ordinated policy on abortion service 
delivery. The governments posiUon was made 
clear as it stated that women have the right to 
timely access to safe abortions. 

A Consultation Group of 60 abortion serv- 
ice providers was established to give advice to 
the Ministry of Health on how to Improve access 
to abortion services. The key goal of the group 
was to identify the major barriers to abortion. 

The long term goal of the government Is to 
ensure that every woman in Ontario has the 
ri^t to safe and supportive abortion - regard- 
less of her first language, how much money she 
has, race, religion, or residency- in her own 
community. 

Currently there are few health care centres 
that can give the projjer protection or service for 
a safe abortion. In Ontario there are four clinical 
facilities which are all located in Toronto, unfor- 
tunately these clinics only jjerform one-quarter 
of all abortions in the province. 

There is the additional problem of 
harrasment. Most of the harrasment comes 
from anU-choice lobblests, but in a smaller 
percentage it is the doctors themselves who are 
unwilling to give abortion as a reeisonable option 
to birth, and are unwilling to be trained to 
f)erform them. 

So if there are limited facilities, a large 
stigma attached to using abortion as a option, 
lack of suppport, and financial problems to 
attaining an abortion, is the right equal and 
fair? 

Does a teenage in Toronto not have more 
options and access to an aborUon, then a teen- 
age in Sudbury? 

The Goverunents Consultation Group has 
gone over the access to abortion throughout 
Ontario and has come up with the following solutions: 

1. Access must be extended to the North and North-east/west 
sections of the Province, by working with women's groups In these areas. 

2. Due to harrasment in the Kitchener- Waterloo area the Minister of 
Health must look into ways of urging residents and physicians into 
providing the service. 

3. The commitment to facilitating the delivery of abortion services in 
a community health centre setting. 

In addition the Minister is urged to provide equitable access to 
abortion provlnce-wlde.and property train people who would work in 
these centres. To rjdse the number of physicians who can perform 
abortions the Minister must persuade the Ontario Medical Association to 
encourage physicians to take this route. 

The future goal is to make each region of the province retain 
equitable access to abortion. Furthermore the training of people who 
work in these centers must be specific and not bias in any way. 

With these recomendaUons made it is up to the Minister of Health to 
ensure that each woman in the province has equal access to abortion. The 
only question and real problem between statiiig and Implementing these 
changes are the lobblests and physicians who are morally oppose this 
route.

Shitless 



The Workers' Comjsensation 
Board has proposed to extend 
coverage to unpaid training pro- 
gram participants (Student Vol- 
unteers). 

The decision is strongly op- 
posed by a Joint commission of 
hospitals, colleges, suid universi- 
ties. The reason being that exten- 
sion of coverage for student place- 
ment would dramatically Increase 
hospital coverage, to over $3 mll- 
Uon annually. 

"Students throughout the 
province are at this moment being 
cut of from training.. .they con not 
stand by and watch further ero- 
sion of training opportunities" 
states Peter George President 
Council of Ontario Universities. 

Under Provincial laws employ- 
ers must pay Workers' Compen- 
sation for employees. Hospiteds 
£u« now seriously looking into giv- 
ing their six month notice to ter- 
minate existing agreements with 
colleges and universities. 

"ftie commission of hospitals, 
colleges, and univer^siUes wants 
to shelve the proposal in order to 
give nursing students the propwr 
opportunity of training they de- 
serve. 

This Is a double edged sword 
because, students most effected 
by this decision are Nursing stu- 
dents and other medical 
students, and these are the very 
students who depend upon the 
training programs because exjje- 
rience is something needed to fur- 
ther advance them in their field. 
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100,000 Faces - Bringing the Gulf War Back Home

Casualty figures from wars 
around the globe come out dalty 
and, for most people, mean abso- 
lutely nothing. 

We hear about death In So- 
malia from the civil war and 
drought there. There's news about 
atrocities in Bosnia. We may cluck 
our tongues and shake our heads 
but we forget that real people, 
students with families like you 
and I, are dj^ng along with moth- 
ers, chilren and many others. We 
should be upset and disgusted by 
what's happening but we tune out 
and think of something, anything 
else. 

The 100,000 Faces exhibit, 
which passed through Village In- 
ternational In Sudbuiy last week- 
end forces you to come to terms 
with the only real legacy of war - 
those who are dead and injured as 



a result of it. 

A graphic representation of 
the death suffered in the six-week 
Gulf War of 1991, 100,000 Faces 
represents the number of people 
(nearly all Iraqis) who died during 
that confrontation. 

The exhibit consists of 439 
two-by-flve-foot panels depicting 
about 250 faces f)er pannel cut 
out from magazines. Many of the 
faces are recognizable with super- 
model Cindy Crawford appearing 
frequently. That's because the 
creators of the exhibit were inter- 
ested primarily in showing the 
number of those who died. 

Organized by Mennonlte vol- 
unteer Jennifer Lindberg at the 
conclusion of the Gulf War, the 
presentation started with Lindberg 
cutting out the first 30-40 paxmels 
herself. As word spread about the 
idea, Mennonites across the U.S. 
and Canada pitched In to help 
with nearly 400 contributing to 
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the project up until its conclusion 
last year. 

TTie original conception of the 
100,000 Faces happened when 
Lindberg read news reports that 
"Only 1 00,000 Iraqis were killed," 
during the Gulf War. 

Angered that people seemed 
to show no concern over the 
number of people who died in the 
War she decided to take action. 

Lindberg, of San Antonio, Tx., 
and friend Patty King, have been 
touring across the United States 
and Canada with the exhibit since 
last July. TlieyVe received a wide 
variety of reactions to the presen- 
tation with most people sympa- 
thetic to the fatalities suffered In 
the Gulf War. 

"We've had a few people yell at 
us and some who've said, 'Do you 
expect me to feel guilty (about the 
Gulf War)? ' WeU. 1 don't." 

"But, overall, many people are 
upset when they realize the sheer 



numbers who died and continue 
to die because of the Gulf War," 
says Lindberg. 

As you enter the exhibit you're 
first struck by the color of each 
panel. Faces seem to stare out at 
you making eye contact. WhUe 
most of the pictures eire of high 
fashion models (these are mostly 
American magazines after all) that 
doesn't diminish the Impact - that 
real, live people died. 

Passing through the panels, 
you wonder, when will it end? 
Panel after panel, after panel. ..the 
effect of all those faces is over- 
whelming. While 1 took In all 439 
panels, 1 started to think. It would 
take 80,000 panels to show how 
many Soviet citizens died in World 
War II (20,000,000 people). And 
about 200, 000 panels to depict all 
those who died in W.W. II 
(50.000,000). Andabout400,000 
{panels to show how many people 
had died from wars around the 
world in this, the most blood- 
soaked centuiy ofourvlolent (vile?) 
history. Sure, it's a depressing 
thought but it makes you think of 
war in a totally different way. I 
wasn't happy that war broke out 
in the Gulf, but I remember cel- 
ebrating when the U.N. (U.S.) won 
what seemed to be a clear-cut 
victory with few U.N. (American) 
casucdties. Indeed, only 120-130 
Americans died during the war. 
Even that's too many. But to 
think of those 100,000 or more 
Iraqis who died - that's haiTow- 
ing. 

I think diflerently today. 

If the panels weren't enough 
to shake me, the small binder at 
the end of the exhibit certainly 
did. It showed Iraqi children, 
some with thefr mothers, others 
now orphaned. Two young kids. 



both under the age of sfeven. had 
severely burned faces, repwrtedly 
because a so-called SMART bomb 
missed It's military target in Bagh- 
dad and hit their home. The pic- 
tures are heartbreaking.. 

My own three children were 
reluctant about going to the ex- 
hibit. I wasn't sure how they'd 
react to all the faces. Would they 
Just shrug off the magazine cut- 
outs? Would it mean little to 
them? 

I was gratified to overhear my 
son Dustin, 11, explain to six- 
year-old Ben that it was awful at 
how many 100,000 dead really 
was. Tlie children were visibty 
moved by the pictures of the 
burned Iraqi kids. Sudenty, that 
war that played to prime-time TV 
and was a ratings star, took on 
new meaning for all of us. 

A booklet accompanying the 
photo album expressed the 
thoughts of the many who have 
seen the exhibit throughout North 
America. Filled with comments 
from those who've witnessed up 
close this reminder of the sicken- 
ing toll of innocent war victims, 
it's a moving testament to those 
who've had a chance to re-evalu- 
ate thefr own feelings about mili- 
tary action.

With tensions beating up in 
the Gulf once again, let's hope 
President Clinton and Saddam 
Hussein can work out thefr prob- 
lems peacefully. 

What is war good for? 
Abosolutely nothing, as the clas- 
sic Sidles song says.

$30.6 Million jobsOntarioCap/fa/for 
Ontario Colleges and Universities 



Colleges aiKi Universities 
Minister Richard Allen today an- 
nounced that Ontario 
postsecondaiy Institutions will 
receive an additional $30.6 mil- 
lion over the next two years 
through JobsOntarioCapttal to 
improve facilities. 

Mr. Allen said about $20.6 
million, of which $14.2 million 
will be flowed this fiscal year and 
$6.4 million in 1993-94, will be 
used to fund 1 5 major projects in 
the postsecondary system. 

The remaining $10 million 
wiU be divided on a pro-rata basis 
among all colleges and universi- 
ties, 'ftie funding will be used to 
help institutions initiate projects 
aimed at accommodating recent 
enrolment increases, improving 
accessibilityfor disabled students, 
and improving workplace and 
campus health and safety. The 
money will also be used to im- 
prove energy conservation and to 
fund water, waste and afr man- 
agement projects. 

"Through JobsOntario we 
are investing in the future of the 
province by renewing the infra- 
structure of our colleges and uni- 
versities today," said Mr. Allen. 
"This tyjje of public Investment in 



postsecondaiy education will help 
people get the skills and knowl- 
edge they need to sustain On- 
tario's future prosperity and qual- 
ity of life." 

Mr. Allen said details about the 
amount each institution will get 
as well as sp)eciflcs about projects 
will be aimounced during the next 
few weeks. 

It is exp)ected that the ma- 
jority of college and university 
projects will be Initiated and com- 
pleted this fiscal year. 

With today's announce- 
ment, a total of $93.5 million has 
been committed through 
JobsOntarioCapttal to help 
postsecondary Institutions renew 
their facilities and revitalize the 
economy in local communities over 
the next three years. 

The funding is part of a 
$ 127 million allocation cinnounced 
by Treasurer Floyd Laughren last 
month under JobsOntarioCapttal. 
a five-year $2. 3 billion capital pro- 
gram supporting Jobs and eco- 
nomic restructuring and promot- 
ing community and social 
progress. 

This latest allocation brings 
the government coirraiitment to 
JobsOntarioCapttal in 1992-93 to 



$500 million. The projects funded 
through JobsOntarioCapttal will 
help put some 10,000 p>eople to 
work.

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In The Dark - about the Pub and Pub Sociology 



How do you do? Getting ready 
for camey next week? I am! For- 
gotten Rebels, Wow! Anyway it 
fooks as If most of the student 
population will be sp>ending time 
in the Pub or at super-pub during 
the week, so I thought I would 
dedicate this article to the Pub.

Michael Smith, a mundane, boring man, lives 
his life according to a schedule. He bathes and shits once a day and if it's Tuesday, makes love to his 
girlfriend Sandra. The other plot within this book Involves a bizarre serial killer named Brain E^tcr by 
the press. (Figure It out, Einstein!) The city Is In a panic, cops are confused and Michael is bored. He 
discovers who the Braiin Eater is and becomes his victim. Now, Faithful Reader, you are asking 'How can 
we have an 8-issue series If the hero dies In the first issue?' I'm not telling, pick up the book and see for 
yourselfl!' This series will especially appeal to Sandman fans, as the writing style cind artwork is 
reminiscent of Caiman and Thompson's work. 

Dark Horse Comics has a hit with Its new offering Virus. This man-made (No, realty, from body partsi). 
Edward-Sclssorhands "bug" is loose on a deserted Chinese destroyer and waiting for victims. The humans 
who board the vessel are salvagers who expect a big payout when they bring in the ship. Supernatural 
sp)Ooky shit is going on, (lifeboats are set adrift by someone!?, inanimate objects move by themselves, etc.) 
and tensions run high. What the hell Is going on? For answer, see above paragraph, line noted '. 

Welcome to the world of comics "suggested for mature readers'. Its high time to break away from the 
atypical superhero genre and plunge headfirst Into a different (yet possibly parallel) universe. EnJoy!!X.

As a seu 
proclaimed scrawny, clumsy nine- 
year old, Wendy took the Cana- 



dian Fitness Test Wendy only 
managed to get a bronze badge 
out of the test, but surprised eveiy 
one in the class by absolute^ 
dominating the endurance run. 
She beat everyone, girls smd boys 
Included, easily making the excel- 
lence requirement. Flx>m this 
moment on, Wendy knew she had 
a special gift 

This spark she discovered 
quickly grew to and ember, and 
Wendy became both a fantastic 
distance ruruier and skier. Dur- 
ing her teenage years, Wendy con- 
centrated her training towards 
skiing and the ember grew to a 
fire. The road taken, to pursue 
excellence in skiing, turned out to 
be a good choice. As an unknown. 
Wendy competed in an Ontario 
Juniors race, where she skied so 
well that as the race finished she 
was promptfy made a member of 
Team Ontario.

The 
logical choice was to continue with 
her education. Wendy registered 
at Laurentian and qulckty became 
the most feared woman on the 
OWL\A ski circuit, not losing a 
single race in her stay here. 

Surprlslngfy enough, the full- 
time student continued to be suc- 
cessful at the National level. In 
earty 1991, Wendy won 2 silver 
medals and a gold medal at the 
Canada Winter Games, a compe- 
tition for non-national team ath- 
letes.

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Laurentian University Examining tlie 
Future of Inter-University Sports Program Another swim- 



Over the past year, a special Athletics Advisory Committee has been reviewing the present state and 
future of Inter-untverslty athletics at Laurentian University. The review stemmed from ongoing concerns 
about the ability of the Department of Inter-Unlverslty Athletics to sustain excellence within current levels 
of budget and of Interest and participation In various sports; the balamce of opp>ortunlty in athletics 
between male and female students; and the desii ability of introducing new sports which have the potential 
to produce a higher level of participation and exre Hence of some current ones. 

Following a process of consultation with stafT, students and coaches, the Athletic Advisory Committee 
produced a final report on May 1, 1992. Based on this report, and additional financial information 
supplied recently by the Dejjartment of Inter-Unlverslty Athletics, the President submitted a projxssed 
action plan to the Athletics Coiincll on January 8, 1993. 

The plan calls for the addition of certain new inter- university athletic programs at Laurentian and the 
reduction or elimination of some existing programs. Among the key assumptions driving the plan are: 
•the total budget for the inter- university athletics at Laurentlam wUl not increase significantly over the next 
few years, and may have to decease if current fiscal pressures continue; 

•maintaining cill present sports without budget Increases will lead to an unacceptable erosion In the 
quality of all sports;
